New Zealand Breeders 
Develop Great Family 
(Continued from page 10) 


der New Zealand rules which are 
very similar to those under which Ad- 
vanced Registry tests are conducted 
in the United States, except that only 
three-time milking is permitted and 
calving requirements are a part of the 
yearly record. Messrs. North write 
us that the conditions under which 
the records are made on their farm 
are quite unfavorable to high produc- 
tion, much of the farm being hilly 
and broken and otherwise unsuitable 
for cultivation. For seven months of 
the year the cows have to live on pas- 
ture alone and during the remaining 
five months the feed consists of a ra- 
tion of bran and ground oats, with 
hay and turnips. No attempt is made 
at forcing for high production, or 
even providing a balanced ration. 
Under these conditions it is quite 
remarkable that Burkeyje Sylvia 
Posch, as an eleven-year-old cow, was 
able to produce as high as 116 lbs. 
milk in a day. She averaged over 
100 lbs. a day for 100 days and fin- 
ished her year with 27,161.4 lbs, as 
mentioned above—the largest milk 
record of her career. The picture 
was taken during this last lactation 
period, when she was nearly thirteen 
years old and after having been con- 
tinuously in milk for eleven years.
